Dear Editor: 

I noted with Interest the 
open letter from CoMncilman 
Gilb and Saelid of Arcadia 
attempting to justify the 
levying of several i»ew taxes 
during the period between 
passage of Proposition 13 on 
June 6 and June 30, 1978. I 
cannot believe that the 75 
percent of Arcadia’s voters 
who approved Proposition 13 
were saying we want taxes 
rolled back by school and 
county governments hut it’s 
O.K. for the city to use any 
loophole available to in¬ 
crease city taxes so the mea¬ 
sure will not affect the City 
of Arcadia. 

Councilmen Saelid and 
Gilb quoted a number of 
figures to attempt to show 
fiscal responsibility in Ar¬ 
cadia’s local governme n t. 
Anyone familiar with statis¬ 
tics will point out that by 
carefully selecting data, fig¬ 
ures can be .used to prove 
almost anythuig. Rat her 
than to look for special 
years and selected indexes 
to prove a point, however, 
I will use the same time 
span and the same index 
used by the councilmen in 
attempting to justify the 
taxes imposed during the 
"loophole period.” 

They stated that during 
the past 10 years Arcadia’s 
city budget has increased 
“only” 114 per cent. Look¬ 
ing at the Consumer Price 
Index (which they quote for 
1976-77 and have used as a 
basis for salary ad.iu s t - 
ments) we find that it has 
increased by 81.5 per cent 
from 1967 to 19’77. Thus, in 
a peri-iid of relatively stable 
population (an actual de¬ 
cline based on state figures 
for 1970), the city budget in¬ 
creased 40 per cent more 
than did the Consumer Price 
Index. 

Recognizing that the city 
budget is heavily weighted 
by salaries, out of faimes.s, 
I also checked on increases 
in wages and salaries for 
non-farm workers. Govern¬ 
ment figj.ires show that this 
index rose 95.5 per cent in 
the 1967-1977 period. Ar¬ 
cadia’s budget increase cf 
114 per cent represents an 
increase that is 19.3 per cent 
more than this national 
average. Rather than just 
keeping pace with inflation, 
it is apparent that City of 
Arcadia expenses have out- 
raced inflation by a con¬ 
siderable margin. This be¬ 
comes a primary cause 
rather than an effect of in¬ 
flation. 


According to Arcad i a’s 
city manager, the new taxes 
will permit the city to have 
a $600,000 surplus at the end 
of 197k Shades of Governor 
Brown who finally admitted 
to a surplus oi over $5 bil¬ 
lion, but only after passage 
of Proposition 13. If the 
council’s main concern had 
bean for next year, when the 
surplus to be distributed by 
the state may be smaller, 
they could have passed new 
tax measures but deferred 
their effective date until at 
least July 1, 1979. Other 
cities did this and the coun¬ 
cil must have been aware of 
this option. 

Of Arcadia’s five council- 
men, only Mayor Parry re¬ 
spected the 3 to 1 vote of 
the people in favor of Pro¬ 
position 13 by voting rather 
consistently against the pro¬ 
posed tax measures. It’s not 
too late for council to at 
least defer the new taxes foi 
a year or to poll the peot)le 
of the city to see if they 
really meant that everyone 
should cut expenses and 
taxes materially except the 
City of Arcadia.

Years ago while riding on 
a train through the Cana¬ 
dian wilderness I saw from 
the train’s window an awe¬ 
some sight.
